The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention including a method of automatically converting a web of a thin patterned-catalyst 
coated membrane with the step of cutting the membrane web within a gap defined between a 
single catalyst pattern of the membrane web end portion and an adjacent catalyst pattern to 
produce a membrane sheet, where the limitation of "the catalyst" from the preamble of the claim 
1 must be accounted for, according to the outcome of the Appeal meeting on April 01, 2009 with 
Thomas Denion (SPE/ AU3748) and David Bryant (SPE/ AU3726) who insist that the limitation

in the preamble with respect to "the catalyst" must be tied to the body claimed language (Claim 
1, line 10) and be part of the claimed invention.
